Its Mission Ended. 


If we regard President G r a n t as 
the head—the commander-in-chief— of 
the Republican party, the conclusion 
is easily reached that he has won his 
last victory', and th a t his army is now 
marching to the field which will prove 
its Waterloo and the annihilation of 
the old guard.

R i c h a r d s o n is the last of a series of 
blunders which can only come of the 
insanity w ith which the gods inflict 
those whom they have marked for 
destruction. W e need not dwell on 
facts so insignificant as the appoint­ 
ment of bad, not to say corrupt men, 
to high anil responsible positions. 
In ­ 
stances are so numerous that to pass 
them in detail would be to till whole 
columns with 
ignominious 
names. 
Greater and more flagrant acts of mis­ 
judgement or of determined defiance of 
the people and disregard for all princi­ 
ples of right, are also numerous. The 
national scandals for the past few 
years are all chargeable to the Repub­ 
lican party, and it is not too much to 
say that they were all either conceived 
or upheld by the national leader of 
th at party—President G r a n t . 
The 
infamous Philadelphia ring had his 
endorsement if not his support. The 
South Carolina frauds he knew of and 
did not check. The S a n b o r n frauds 
are directly chargeable to him. The 
Credit Mobllier outrage was planned 
and executed by men whom he en­ 
abled 
to 
work 
and 
win. 
B e n 
B utler would have left Congress 
long ago, 
never 
to 
return, 
but 
for bis indorsement. The Louisiana 
faction drew its vitality from his non­ 
interference and neglect of duty; and 
while South Carolina was being de­ 
filed and robbed by corrupt men call­ 
ing themselves Republicans, he looked 
calmly on, and by his masterly inac­ 
tivity encouraged the dastardly act. 
Congress is tilled with men whom 
stocked Navy Yards and unfair elec­ 
tioneering, not the people, gave their 
seats. All this is directly chargeable to 
to the commaudcr-in-chief. 
W hat 
wonder th at an army, led by such a 
general, should become so demoralized 
that it anticipates nothing but defeat. 
A late article on the future of the R e­ 
publican party 
by H e n r y W ard 


B e e c h e r closes as follows: “ W ithout 
trying to forecast the future, some 
things seem clear as to present duty’. 
The Republican organization has no 
rightful claim on the men who want 
to see the country well governed. It 
has earned the sentence pronounced 
against the Church in Sardis: 11 know 
thy works, th at thou hast a nam e that 
thou livest, and art d ea d !’ 
The soul 
of the party has fled, with the ideas 
that once inspired it. The lifeless 
body cumbers the ground. W henever 
an officer is to be elected, whether 
Senator, alderman or village ‘ select­ 
m an,’ let men who are like-minded 
come together, irrespective of old as­ 
sociations, and select those who will 
carry out their common ideas. 
That 
is fhe only way to practically reach 
the matter. I t is not only that the 
old organizations are worthless: they 
are hurtful: the Republican party, 
w ith its organization, its discipline, 
its funds and its subservience to low 
politicians, is a positive barrier to re­ 
form. 
Let it go! And until a better 
party arises, let us take the trouble to 
deal with each election as it comes, by 
combining as the occasion may require 
to choose the m an who is fit for the 
place.”

Los Angeles and Island Oranges. 


The production of oranges as a busi­ 
ness in Los Angeles Valley is just now 
rapidly expanding. 
W e have many 
old groves that have been bearing for 
years, but huudreds of acres of young 
trees are only now beginning to be 
remunerative to their owners. 
For a 
num ber of years our people have been 
expending their money in growing 
trees,without the slightest return. The 
valley has, however, produced a suffi­ 
cient quantity of fruit to build up a 
m arket in S u b Francisco that demands 
all thus far offered for sale. 
Some of 
the city papers—noticeably the Post— 
seem to be troubled with a fear that 
the Los Angeles orange growers will 
realize a handsome return for the 
labor and money expended in growing 
trees, and in obedience to that fear are 
advocating the abolition of all duty on 
foreign grown 
oranges, 
limes and 
lemons. Beyond an indication of the 
unfriendly feelingentertained by those 
papers toward this portion of the 
State, the proposition amounts to no 
great deal, even if carried into effect. 
The Los Angeles orange is greatly su­ 
perior to that of the Sandwich Islands, 
even when both are left on the tree 
until ripe. The Island fruit sent to 
the San Francisco market is always 
gathered green, and wilts and ripens 
during the three weeks passage. 
Los 
Angeles oranges are gathered when 
fully ripe, and are only two days in 
transit between this city and San 
Francisco. 
W ith this advantage in 
time, and the superior quality of our 
fruit, we do not fear competition with 
the Islands, even though the Post 
should succeed in removing all duty 
from the wilted production of that lo­ 
cality. 


Foot Hills and Valleys. 


The Sacramento Union has gone 
into the foot hill business, for the ap­ 
parent purpose of checking the tide of 
immigration to Southern California. 
It is not our purpose to decry or at­ 
tem pt to defame the foot hill regions 
of the San Joaquin anil Sacramento 
Valleys. They offer homes for m il­ 
lions, and they will one day teem with 
population and bloom as the rose. 
As 
a general thing, they are well watered 
and well timbered. The soil is usually 
good, and high up, even to an altitude 
of from two to three thousand feet, all 
fruit indigenuous to the temperate 
zone may be successfully grown. They 
afford fine grazing grounds, and the 
little valleys and gentle slopes are 
beautiful even to the picturesque. W e 
hope to see the day when the hun­ 
dreds of miles of foot hill country 
lying along the east side of the San 
Joaquin Valley and all around the 
Sacramento Valley, will be thickly 
settled. 
We 
endorse 
all that the 
Union says about these localities, but 
we regret that a paper of such influ­ 
ence and intelligence cannot repress 
its disposition to sneer a t and, too 
nfteiL, slander the southern coast coun­ 
ties. Misrepresentation will not per­ 
manently injure this part of the State, 
nor will the constant decrying of us 
build up any other portion of the 
State. 
We have a magnificent cli­ 
mate and a splendid soil. 
W e grow 
everything as well as any other sec­ 
tion of the State, and for the growth 
of semi-tropical fruits the Los Angeles 
Valley is without an equal. 


R ex*obt says that thesn»all-pox has 
become an epidemic at Elko, Nevada. 
The disease has broken out among the 
Indians. It has also appeared at one 
or two points in the central portion of 
the State. 
All persons who have not 
been vuccinated should contrive to get 
a sore arm as soon as possible. 


The Will of the Majority. 


The opponents of Local Option claim 
th at a majority has no right to say to 
a minority it shall not sell liquor in 
any shape it may see proper. 
W ith ­ 
out reference to the right or wrong of 
Local Option and with direct reference 
to the question of majority right, we 
dispute the proposition. 
The Legisla­ 
tu re is the voice of the people, and 
when the Legislature defines a pro­ 
cess by which the people of a town or 
township may express their will on 
any question no m atter what its na­ 
ture, we claim that the majority has 
the right to say what the minority 
shall or shall not do—just the same 
right that the majority has to say to 
the minority who shall be Governor 
or President. This is the process by 
which we decide all questions 
in 
which the people are directly inter­ 
ested. 
It is a law of the land that the 
majority shall rule, and it is just as 
much a law of the land that the mi­ 
nority shall yield to the will of the 
majority. A law m ay be unconstitu­ 
tional. The Local Option law may be 
thus defective, but until the courts 
have so pronounced it a majority vote' 
rules the minority. 
W e venture no 
opinion on the constitutionality of this 
law, but as it now stands it binds the 
the minority w ith a force equal to 
that of an election for Governor. The 
people speaking through the Legisla­ 
ture created Local Option, and until 
Local Option is declared unconstitu­ 
tional, the minority m ust yield to a 
majority expression under it. 


T h e steamers Whipple and Parthe- 
nius have joined forces and are m ak­ 
ing it very lively for the railroad 
company’s boats on the Sacramento 
river. 
River channels are about the 
only tiling monopolies have not yet 
succeeded in appropriating. For a long 
time the W hipple has fought the mo­ 
nopoly single-handed and alone. She 
now has an able ally in the Parthenius, 
and the combination saves the people 
hundred of thousands of dollars every 
month. Neither of these boats are for 
sale, and though the monopoly made 
several efforts to buy them oft' their 
efforts have thus far been unsuccess­ 
ful. 


I n another column of the H e r a l d 
of this morning, will be found an ac­ 
count of the capture and accidental 
death 
of 
J e s u s 
R om o 
alias “ El 
Gordo,” who attempted to murder 
Mr. T u r n e r and wife a few nights 
ago. 
The account contains two warn­ 
ings. 
One that deeds of rapine and 
murder in this part of the State are 
liable to cause the offenders trouble, 
and the other that while riding be­ 
neath the branches of trees one should 
not wear strong neckties. 


T h a t pious, whining saint, General 


H o w a r d , came within one of being 
found guilty of the Freedmen’s Bu­ 
reau robbery. 
Four of the Committee 
voted to let him off'and the other three 
to find him guilty. 
As a jury trial, 
this was not a verdict, and the case 
should be tried over.

Turner and his wife last Tuesday night 
and robbed the store at Puente ranch,

LIKE WILD-FIRE 
Through the town, and all hands ral­ 
lied, every m an who could procure a 
horse being on hand. A party con­ 
sisting of thirty men started out. Ar­ 
riving at the junction of the Puente 
creek with the San Gabriel river, 
where we had been informed that El 
Gordo was concealed, we surrounded 
the place and instituted a close search.

Not being se­ 
riously wounded, the fellow made an 
attem pt to cross the river where there 
was a thick undergrowth of willows. 
Dodson then fired on him again, when 
lie dropped on his knees, threw up his 
hands and asked

Confessed his crime, and showed us 
where lie had the stolen money buried,

LETTER FROM SAN FERNANDO.

E d i t o r H 
e r a l d : In my perambu­ 
lations around the country th a t I have 
chosen for my perm anent home, and 
noting anything which I think would 
be of interest to the outside world and 
more especially to the farming com­ 
munity, m y thoughts naturally ran in 
a channel of what the prospects of 
Southern California are in the future, 
and I thought, why is this: we have 
here beautiful crops of grain that have 
never received a drop of w ater except 
w hat God has given them without ar­ 
tificial means; here have we an extent 
of territory perfectly adapted to the 
culture of all the small grains, more 
especially so for t hat great statrof life, 
wheat. 
Now, I thought, why not 
produce this necessary article our­ 
selves, instead of importing the same 
from abroad. 


IE T H E G RA N G ERS 
Are in earnest, let them go to the bed 
rock, not take for granted some idea 
of their ancestors or the old residents 
of the country that you cannot raise 
this particular article of food in this 
place and th at you cannot raise it in 
another. 
I was particularly struck 
with this some months since, on read­ 
ing in an article in one of our periodi­ 
cals that oranges could not be pro­ 
duced near salt water. Now, I know 
to the contrary; for on the coast of 
Brazil m any years asro, I ate as fine 
fruit of this description as I think 
was ever produced from trees and 
they were growing down to the very 
water’s edge of salt water. 


LOS A N G ELES COUNTY 
Imports from abroad annually some 
one thousand barrels of Hour. Here 
we can raise grain as good as else­ 
where. I say this from actual experi­ 
ence. 
I never saw a finer field of 
wheat than I saw yesterday; beautiful 
golden grain that would yield, if al­ 
lowed to remain until matured, fully 
twenty-five sacks to the acre; but, 
alas, it must be cut for hay, and whcii 
that hay is cut, baled and hauled to 
m arket it brings but eight dollars per 
ton. 
Who gets the profit of this, the 
producer, the middleman, or the con­ 
sumer? I say neither. 
First, the pro­ 
ducer loses by not getting the real 
value of w hat he sells; the middleman 
has to handle a greater bulk than he 
otherwise would do to make the same 
per centage; the consumer receives an 
article which lie calls cheap at the 
time, but which would not be as cheap 
to him for feed, even if he had to pay 


A G R E A T E R PR IC E 
Per ton for the same as some other 
kind of provender, for the simple rea­ 
son th at he might procure a provender 
better adapted to the wants of his 
stock for less money. Who ever heard 
of a m an in any of the Eastern States 
feeding wheat hay to stock? The 
most improvident of them all would 
not do it, except in a dire necessity. 
They by long experience have discov­ 
ered th at article of food best adapted 
to their wants, and we m ust do the 
same. 
Jt is well known th a t wheat 
exhausts the soil sooner than any 
other grain, and if we wish to keep 
our lands productive we m ust have a 
rotation of crops. Cultivate roots, I 
say, by all means. 
They do so in 
England with great success; and we 
all know they are famous as a nation 
for their fine stock, Durhams, Devons, 
etc. 
T H E IR HO RSES 
Also are superior iu the field and on 
the turf; as draft horses there are none 
superior. Their swine are known all 
over the world for their excellence. 
Now why is this? W e have as good if 
not a better soil th an they; a more 
genial climate, and without arrogance 
a more intelligent community, but 
they profit by experience, they know 
the character of the soil they are cul­ 
tivating by trying it. If an English 
farmer finds his soil to wet, cold, sour 
or clammy, lie at once sets about to 
repair it by a proper system or drain­ 
age. 
If he finds it too dry and gravel­ 
ly be looks about to see ii' it can be ir­ 
rigated. If he finds th a t to be impossi­ 
ble lie will make the most of it, but 
never allow it to remain idle. If it 
wants manure or any fertilizer w hat­ 
ever, lie lias made himself so conver­ 
sant with its wants that lie immedi­ 
ately applies it, and he perhaps is an 
ignorant man. 
(Nor like our farmers 
of America, who are in the habit of 
taking all the papers that will serve 
to enlighten him in his business of 
life;) but n®w for one that lias written 
but few agricultural articles in his life, 
I must close this portion of my sub­ 
ject and turn to the business of Los 
Angeles County, and its future pros­ 
pects in the cultivation of the fruits. 


W H E N A BOY, 


In our morning prayers we always 
used to hear our rector pray for God 
to give us the fruits of the earth in 
abundance, and th a t part of the ser­ 
vice I admired very much (not saying 
but I do the other). 
Here in San Fer­ 
nando, 
w ith 
two 
of 
the 
most 
beautiful olive orchards in California, 
and seoing the trees laden with their 
beautiful blossoms, no one can think, 
that lias the least spark of hum anity 
about him, how good an all-wise, 
over-ruling Providence we have, send­ 
ing us just what we need a t the time 
appointed. 
A few days since, by invi­ 
tation, I visited a friend about a mile 
and a half from this depot (Mr. C. R. 
Rinaldi), a very intelligent gentleman 
who has a most lovely spot, consisting 
of about one hundred acres, almost 
all set out w ith semi-tropical fruits. 


H E IS NO N A RRO W -M IN D ED FA RM ER, 
Rut is willing to learn; and lie has ex­ 
perimented in the culture of the vari­ 
ous kinds of fruits, and frequently to 
his loss, but he is hopeful and I trust 
he will be successful in his various ex­ 
periments. He lias a fine young grove 
of oranges, lemons and limes, looking 
very fine indeed. 
H e is algo trying 
alfalfa, and there is iiq question, with 
the system he has adopted, but what 
he will bp successful. 
God speed him 
in the good work. I t was truthfully 
said by one of our great philosophers 
that he who causes two spears of grass 
to grow where one grow before, is a 
benefactor to mankind. 


OUR TOWN 


Is keeping in the even tenor of its 
way.
